ragus county, and at Jamoatown, in 
Chautauqua county. 


Two meetings wen^held hero, one in 


the afternoon, inaiuly attended by farm- 
era, and tho other in the evening, at- 
tended chiefly by city residents, which 
brought to an end the electioneering tour 
ot these distinguished gentlemen iu this 
State.

Thousands of persons greeted the pair 


when they arrived hero, and they were 
imiii&'jlately escorted to the Wigwam, 
where every foot of space was occupied. 


Chairman Slovene of the Republican 


city committee introduced Iteid, who de- 
picted tho splended condition of the 
country under Harrison, and said the 
Democratic policy waa to make a chnngo 
which, if adopted, would lead to comuioi- 
cial disasters. 


Depew said in his speech that every- 


where he had traveled in weateru New 
York he had looked upon now factories 
which wera making votes for Harrison 
and Keitl. Much of Depew'a speech WHB 
derated to CIcTolflud'B speech iu Kow 
York fast night.

"The Ravages of Strong Drink in All 


Lands" IB not a very taking Biibject. It 
has a threadbare flavor and a house- 
emptying EURgeBtlon. but Mrs. Leavitt 
gave her bearers a pleasant disappoint- 
ment. 
She began by saying that she started 


around the world eight years ago as a 
missionary for the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, tbe first world-wide 
missionary ever sent out by that body. 
Uer mission wae at tho suggestion of 
Alra. Willard and her object was to see 
what prospects there were for the organi- 
zation of a World's Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, 


Among tome of the countries visited 


by her during her eight years' pilgrim- 
aie on her noble mission are tbe Ha- 
waiian Islands, New Xaaland, Australia, 
Tasmania, Japan, China, Burmah, Cey- 
lon, Hindostau, Mauritius, Capetown, 
Madagascar, the Congo, /auxibar, Tur- 
key-in-ABI&, Finland and all the rest of 
Kurope except Russia and Tu kev-in- 
Kurope; the Argentine Republic, Uru- 
guay and Brazil. 
Ill order to accomplish this journey 


sbo traveled in 100 different steamers, 
tuid traversed 13U,OCO miles. She em- 
ployed ^44 interpreters in forty-seven 
ditlurent languages. Hhe eat in every 
Bjrt oi vehicle from a Pullman coach to 
a builock cart and o jinrikieha, from the 
back of an Arabian horee to the hump 
of a camel and the howdah of an ele- 
phant. 


On one occasion for three days and 


nights continuously she traveled through 
the jangles of Ceylon, and for sixteen 
daye into tbe wilde of Madagascar un- 
molested and unharmed. 
"In many of these places had I arrived 


100 years ago," said Mre. Leavitt, "my

Onae Being Taken. 


Tho jury iu the case of Leo Sing, who

OhRDggavo his teetiuiooy. life story 
WHS to tho effect that shortly after 12 
o'clock on the night of October 3,1691, 
hocatne out of tho Chinese theater and 
started down tho alley towards Tulare 
street on his way home. Before he baa! 
gone ten feet ho noticed Lee Sing, the 
doftmdant, standing on tho opposite Bide 
of the street at the head of a stairway 
leading into a basement cellar. Lee 
Sing drew a pistol and pointing it down 
into the cellar, fired, lie then turned 
and ran along the sidewalk towards the 
gas honee. 


Witnsss was too far away to Bee the 


person at whom Lee Sink's shot was 
aimed, bat he immediately went over 
into the cellar to find out if any one wae 
hurt, lie saw Jue Lee lying in tho cel- 
lar Buffering from a pistol shot wound. 
He identified the defendant as the man 
who fired the shot. 


There were ten or twelve Chinameu 


on the Sidewalk a short distance from 
where the defendant stood \vnen ho fired 
the shot. Two Chinamen passed close 
to Loo Sine ubout the time the shot was 
Bred. They were going in the direction 
of Tnl&re street, but attet tho pistol was 
discharged they ran across to tho uiilo of 
the street where the witness was stand- 
ing and ran past him in the direction of 
the gas house.
